U.S. EPA to study extent of contamination at landfill

Waste Management of Illinois, Inc. 

has consented to voluntarily study with 

the U.S. Environmental Protection 

Agency the nature- and extent of the 

contamination at the H.O.D. Landfill in 

Antioch. 

'■■-,: Under the supervision: of the U.S. 
..EPA, and the Illinois EPA. Waste 
'Management of Illinois will investigate 
'the possibility of contaminated ground 

water, surface water, sediments and soil, 

and to study alternatives that will address 

such problems. 
' The investigation will be conducted at 

the expense of Waste Management of 

Illinois. 
' "The federal government is seeking to 

correct an environmentally impaired 

situation," said Antioch Village Board 

Trustee Marilyn Shineflug. 

Spokesperson at the Office of Public 



Affairs Mary Ann LaFaire commented that 
an oversight and a contractor will be 
testing along side Waste Management on 
the H.O.D. Landfill and monitoring the 
results. 

U.S. EPA hopes the study will 
provide enough information so it can 
determine how the contaminates can be 
cleaned up and who will pay the cost. 

After the EPA receives any comments 
on the proposed agreement, the study will 
begin. La Faire estimates this could take 
a few months. 

She also estimates that the actual 
study itself could run from a year to two 
years. "This is a ball park figure. In this 
situation it could take less, because you 
build your findings as you study,'' said La 
Faire. 

H.O.D. Landfill, which began its. 
operations in 1963, covers 80 acres 
adjacent to Se quoit Creek. Antioch 
'municipal wells are within a three mile 



radius of the site. 

According to Attorney Donna 
Henderson, who is presently involved 
with the suit now pending, in 1982 a 
public hearing was held against Waste 
Management's proposal to enlarge the 
dump 40 acres to the north. Lake County 
denied the expansion and the Appellate 
Court upheld the former court's decision. 

To get around the court's decision, 
Waste Management decided to expand the 
dump vertically, in 1983. The Illinois 
Supreme Court haulted this adverse 
attempt of expansion. 

In 1984, the landfill ceased operating 
after the EPA found enough contaminates 
to be of a concern. According to the test 
conducted by the EPA, the wells down 
stream of the landfill contain zinc, lead, 
and cadmium. 

Within the same year, the Village of 
Antioch filed a suit against Waste 
Management of Illinois for the damages 



that were done to the land. The village's 
interest is largely due to the fact that some 
of the land was donated to the village back 
in 1974, before the contamination was 
made public. The suit is currently 
pending.

The Antioch Park District Advisory 
Board's campaign, at Antioch's annual 4th

Over 500 residents, who are in favor of 
Antioch having a park district signed the 
referendum petition at the parade. The 
advisory board only needed 100 signatures 
to establish the referendum. 

After all the legalities of specifically 
describing the name and boundaries of the 
proposed park district were taken care of, a 
notice of petition was drafted. 

Twp. Supv. Jim Fields, Mayor Robert 
Wilton and Chairman of the Park District 
Committee Thomas Shaughnessy signed 
the notice of petition upon the advisory 
board Tiling it with the Lake County 
Circuit Court last Tuesday. 

Fields said, "We need and have needed 
a park district for a long time. A park 
district can offer a lot more services that 
the park department can and I think it 
should be put on the ballot so people can 
decide whether or not they want to pay the 
taxes for it." 

"Community is growing by leaps and 
bounds. Current parks need to be 
maintained and the land that has been 
donated to the parks department needs to 
be developed to meet the growing 
demand,'' said Shaughnessy. 

Mayor Robert Wilton said, "The park 
department is running about $60,000 in 
the whole this year and each year it 
increases. We need a park district if we 
want to keep running the programs we 
have and don't want to keep going in the 
hole every year." 

The Parks District Advisory Board's 
next plan of action is to collect all the 
facts to answer all the questions residents

board was petitioning for signatures. 

The board will consult other 
community park districts to establish a 
budget. The board wants residents to 
know by how much taxes will increase 
and how their tax dollars will be spent.

U.S. Rep. Lynn Martin addressed 
the fundamentals of the future that Illinois 
deserves at Lake County's GOP golf 
outing last Friday.

Few controversies can wrench the 
serenity of a community like a campaign 
to get rid of the police chief. The high 
profile position is close to the hearts and 
minds of a great many citizens and any 
effort to dislodge a police chief, regardless 
of the circumstances, is sure to ignite a 
powdcrkeg. 

Wauconda and Antioch are reaffirming 
the truism that getting rid of a police chief 
who doesn't want to retire or go on to a 
better job will draw sparks every time. 

Mayor Robert Wilton of Antioch has 
laid his reputation on the line in an effort 
to replace popular Police Chief Chuck 
Miller on grounds of what best can be 
described as misconduct. A sizeable and 
vocal faction has rallied to Miller's 
defense. No such outpouring of support 
exists on behalf of Police Chief Bernard 
"Joe" Goodyear of Wauconda where a 4-2 



majority of trustees has been working to 
engineer his ouster on grounds that best 
can be described as incompetence. 

In a somewhat surprising turn of events, 
Goodyear is remaining on the job because 
the board of trustees hasn't been able to 
find anyone to replace him. Chief Miller 
is hanging on to his job under orders from 
the court. 

There is a distinctly ugly side to both 
cases that doesn't enhance the image of a 
community. That's one of the major 
dangers of a battle over police chief. The 
other major danger is politicizing a 
sensitive public position where politics 
cannot and should not play a part. 
Politics, admittedly of a different sort, is 
being played in both Antioch .and 
Wauconda, but the result is the same. 
People are getting dirtied in a game where 
no one wins. 



Speedy justice 



Speedy justice has real meaning in Lake 
County. Lake County, when considered 
as if it were a Circuit by itself, had the 
shortest average period of time to 
disposition in four case categories. Lake 
County makes up the bulk of the 19th 
Judicial Circuit along with McHcnry 
County. 

The top ranking categories included civil 
over $15,000 both jury (10.4 months) and 
non-jury(9.7 months); all civil over 
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$15,000(10.1 months) and civil under 
$15,000 in jury cases (3.1 months). Along 
with high rankings in other case categories 
in the study of courts management, Lake 
County achieved the third shortest average 
period of disposition in three other 
categories— misdemeanor (2.6 months), all 
civil under $15,000 (3.4 months for both 
jury and non-jury), and all civil (5.6 
months, both in civil, over and under 
$15,000 in jury and non-jury cases). 

What this means to the average citizen is 
that in the event you need the services of 
the courts to resolve a problem, your case 
won't languish for literally years as 
frequently happens in some circuits in the 
state. 

The dispatch with which cases are 
handled in the 19lh Judicial District is a 
tribute to judicial diligence and a dedicated 
administrative staff. 

Despite a shortage of judges last year and 
the fact that Judge Fred A. Gcigcr was 
assigned to the Appellate Court, the Lake 
County bench disposed of more cases in 
1989 than were filed in 10 categories. 
Chief Judge Bernard E. Drew Jr. and his 
fellow judges rightly have earned the 
plaudits of all citizens. 

The Lake County courts system has 
become a model in the nation.

Modern Navy has both brawn and brains

- "These men will go to hell and back for 
their country." 

That was one Navy officer's way of 
describing personnel in the U. 
S. Navy today, a fighting force so 
powerful and efficient that it just might 
be the underlying cause behind the Soviet 
Union's dramatic switch from a 
communist dictatorship to a market 
driven economy. 

This is a personal theory developed after 
spending a day aboard the USS Fahrion, a 
heavily armed speedy frigate that 
epitomizes the modern American Navy- 
tremendous fire power and 
maneuverability packed into a smaller 
package. 

The Fahrion, based in Charleston, S.C., 
is on a 14-city good will cruise of the 
Great Lakes this summer, a trip that was 
in the planning stage for 18 months. The 
445 foot tiger with 14 officers and 160 
enlisted men is the Navy's largest 
fighting ship that can negotiate the Great 
Lakes. We boarded the Fahrion, which is 
powered by two General Electric gas 
turbine engines, the same ones used on a 
DC-I0, at Chicago's Navy Pier. 

Visitors aboard the Fahrion, families of 
crew members, Sea Cadets, Navy 
recruiters, Navy reservists and a few 



media types, immediately got a taste of 
the 11-year-old ship's 30 knots plus speed. 
The Chicago skyline quickly disappeared 
behind -the horizon and a mid-summer 
haze, and we were alone 25 miles out in 
Lake Michigan performing routine 
maneuvers. 

The unabashedly immodest evaluation 
of Navy personnel was voiced by Lt. 
Cmdr. Alan P. Goldstein, public affairs 
officer for the Navy's Recruiting Area 
Five headquartered at Great Lakes and a 
resident of LindcnhursL 

Goldstein, a career officer, pointed out 
that the average age of the enlisted 
personnel running the Fahrion is less 
than 20. During a visit later in the 
morning, the Fahrion's skipper, Cmdr. 
K,J. Tackctt, affirmed our Navy's edge in 
human resources. 

Tackctt described his crew as typical of 
the modern Navy— bright, committed 
enlisted personnel; highly qualified, 
dedicated professional officers. All but 
one of the Fahrion's enlisted personnel is 
a high school graduate, according to the 
skipper, who added proudly that he had 
nominated a crewman for appointment to 
U.S. Naval Academy. 

"A big difference between our Navy and 
the Russian Navy is that we trust our 
people," remarked Goldstein as we 




watched a sailor maneuver an Mkl3 
guided missile launcher. The Fahrion can 
launch Harpoon anti-surface missiles and 
standard anti-aircraft missiles every seven 
seconds. She also is armed with a 76mm 
rapid fire deck gun and carries a flock of 
torpedoes. The Soviet Navy would 
require that an officer handle the missile 
launcher. 

The Fahrion, on duty in the Persian 
Gulf only a few years ago, is a youngster 
both in age and fire power. Considering 
our nation's newer, faster and more 
heavily armed ships, it's no wonder the 
Russians have changed their foreign 
policy from contention to conciliation. 

After eight years, of defense build up, 
our Navy has both muscle and brainpower 
in superior numbers. The Russians have 
been out-spent and out-maneuvered. And 
they know it.

Tom Doran, director of the Alabama 
English Committee, said, n Alabamians 
want to be counted on the side of unity 
and a common language in government. 
One of the primary reasons people 
supported Amendment No. 1 was to send 
a signal to Alabama's Congressional

As we all know, getting the message 
to our Congressmen is most important 
Apparently it has not been getting to 
them as the English Language 
Amendment to our Constitution has been 
languishing in one Congressional 
committee after another for years. 

Because of these exasperating delays, on 
March 29, 1990 a new attempt was made 
to make English the official language of 
government. House Resolution 4424, 
authored by Reps. Bill Emerson (R. Mo) 
and Ike Skelton (D. Mo), was introduced 
by Emerson which states that the

Many properties have been abandoned 
with some presently uninhabitable. 
According to Mr. Marquard, incentives 
should be created to revitalize these areas. 
Certainly returning these properties to the 
tax rolls would provide badly needed lax 
revenues for schools. At the same Ume, 
( unlike the open space areas, complete 
infrastructures and service districts already 
exist 

The "Marquard Plan" embodies a 



reverse impact fee as it were. Tax credits 
would be offered to promote 
redevelopment of these areas. Bringing 
construction jobs without affecting open 
lands, the uses for which arc being hotly 
debated by both sides of the open space 
versus development issue. 

What is needed now is rational 
cooperation of all involved parties. If tax 
increases are the only alternative 
investigated, property values will 
inevitably begin falling. Should this 
occur, all that has been built in Lake 
County will be eroded. Let's all find a way 
to work together and ensure a solution 
which is equitable to all concerned.

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Public tv: not just for 'highbrows' anymore

Public television tries very hard to de- 
serve its first name: public. And it does 
quile well. Witness WTTW, Channel 11, 
in Chicago. WTTW, which is celebrating 
it's 35th anniversary this year, is one of 
the largest public television stations in 
the country, with the most original pro- 
gramming. 

WTTW covers a four-state area with it's 
75 mile radius broadcast signal. It is also 
picked up by several cable stations and 
seen in states across the country. 

WTTW produces five local series and 
any number of special programs and two 
national programs. WTTW is home of 
Jeff Smith, the Frugal Gourmet, and 
Sneak Previews Goes Video. It is also the 
home of Chicago Tonight, Wild Chicago, 
Image Union, WTTW Journal, and 
Chicago Week in Review, a program that 
is over 10 years old. 

In addition to the regular scries that are 
produced, WTTW also produces a number 
of specials, cither documentaries or cntcr- 
taiment specials. This year viewers will 
be or have been treated to Ballet Chicago 
and Live From Orchestra Hall: the Illinois 
Young Performers Concert, an event that 
WTTW producer Elizabeth Riciucr is very 
proud of. "You can do programs here you 
could never do anywhere else," she said. 
"How many commercial stations would 
air diis program? It just doesn't pull in the 
numbers that another station would need 
to stay on the air. But for us it was 
important, and Illinois Bell underwrote the 
program, so it got on the air." 

WTTW docs 600 original programs each 
year including their scries. They have 
produced episodes for national programs 
like Frontline (Babies at Risk), and local 
specials like the Golden Apple Awards, 
honoring the top teachers in Chicago. 
This program was sponsored by a founda- 
tion rather than a corporation, the way 
many public television programs are 
sponsored. Here, the sponsor was the 
Foundation for Excellence in Teaching. 

"Looking for money is an ongoing 
challenge," said Richtcr. Sponsors come 
from the corporate sector, from public and 
private foundations, and from public 
donations, primarily sought through the 
"pledge break" fundraisers that comedy 



groups, like Second City, enjoy poking 
fun at 

PBS stations, in general, sec the need to 
be creative in finding ways to finance new 
projects. One way is co-producing. That is 
where two stations team up and bring in 
an independent producer as a third party. 
Many successful shows arc being produced 
this way now. 

How big a factor is cost in producing a 
PBS show, and how docs the smaller 
budget available, to PBS affect quality? 
Pledges arc down slightly and Richtcr and 
others at WTTW seek constantly for "new 
revenue streams. "'Pledges account for ap- 
proximately 48 percent of the $30 million 



.explained that she and her co- workers arc 
not working with PBS for the money. 
"Creativity for the individual here is 
critical," Richtcr said, "And while we can't 
match a network salary here, we do pay a 
fair wage. All our union employees, like 
our engineers, are paid the same as a 
network engineer would receive. We felt 
that was important from the beginning. If 
you want quality programming, you have 
to have quality support staff. And we do. 
Quality is the word most often associated 
with public television. We get minimum 
dollars, so we have to be sensitive about 
how it is spent. We have less hours, but 
better programming. And we have a

annual WTTW budget. 18 percent comes 
from corporate sponsors, 19 percent 
comes from production contracts (outside 
producers). Seven percent comes from the 
Corporation for Public Broadcasting 
(CPB), four percent comes from the state 
and four percent is listed as coming from 
"other." 

While '$30 million may seem like a 
large budget, it is just a drop in the bucket 
in the age of corporate television. Richtcr

Music has long been a staple of public 
television, and while PBS (Public 
Broadcasting Service) stations used to air 
more popular-music programs like 
Soundstagc, the majority of music on 
PBS these days is classical and opera. 

"We're an arts and cultural-related sta- 
tion," said Diane Srcbro, WTTW senior 
publicist. "I can't sec us doing something 




along the lines of MTV. Soundstage was 
a great success, a phenomenal success. It 
aired for 10 years. Wc would like to 'sec., 
something like it again, but at this time 
wc have no plans for a scries like that." 

Even without a heavy load of popular 
music, WTTW and other PBS stations 
appeal to a wider range of viewers than 
was once believed. "I guess that's our 
strength," said Srcbro. "Wc cover many, 
many aspects of the community." 

"People think we're the station for the 
high-brows," Richtcr laughed. "But we 
have viewers from every group, just the 
same as commercial television. Wc have 
such a diversity of programming now, 
with opera, Motor Week, Sesame Street, 
the Frugal Gourmet, and other how-to 
shows, Frontline, American Playhouse. 
There's just a wide variety to choose from, 
so wc attract a wide variety of viewers." In 
fact, WTTW attracts over eight million 
viewers in the Chicago area alone. 
According to the A.C. Nielsen company, 
it is the most-watched and most viewer- 
supported PBS station in the country. 

Even so, Richtcr said that PBS still tries 
to fill "the niches not covered by 
commercial tv." And while the commer- 
cial networks arc running a bit scared of 
the voracious youngster of the medium, 
cable, PBS stations arc far less worried. 
"With the plethora of cable companies and 
VCR's in use in the country, commercial 
stations arc seeing a downhill slide in 
their ratings. But while network ratings 
drop, PBS holds it's own." Apparently 
PBS is filling a need even the diverse 
cable companies don't cover. 

Although cable may be catching on. 
Already reruns of several PBS series, like 
WTTW's own Frugal Gourmet, run on the 
cable channel. Lifetime. "But that's the 
early shows. Wc still produce original 
episodes and wc still have a wide audi- 
ence." 

"It's a changing marketplace," Srcbro 
said of television in general. "The whole 
TV industry is changing, and so WTTW 
must keep abreast of the changes and adapt 
appropriately." 

"And," she added, " wc will continue to 
provide the quality programming that is 
our trademark."

County Seeks to Correct Aquanuts heading to state 

zoning error in township

Lake County has initiated a request for a 
zoning change on property located along 
the south side of Grass Lake Rd., from 
approximately 150 feet cast of Bluff Lake 
Rd. to approximately 800 feet west of 
Lakevicw Ave., in Antioch Twp. 

According to Slice! Yajnik of the Lake 
County Zoning Board of Appeals, the 
county was expected to hold a public 
hearing at the Antioch Twp. Hall, at 1:30 
p.m., on Wednesday, July 12. 

The purpose for the hearing was to cor- 



rect a mapping error in the zoning map for 
the 1988 Comprehensive Amendment to 
the Lake County Zoning Ordinance. ' 

The land in question, already developed, 
most of it being used commercially, with 
a few single family dwellings in place, is 
zoned Suburban (S). 

The mistake lies in the fact that there is 
no sewer available in the area, so this 
would make all the commercial sites non- 
conforming. 

The county has asked that the (S) zon- 
ing be changed to an appropriate Neigh- 
borhood Conservation Zone.

The barbers 
give shaves, shampoos and haircuts, as 
well as style hair to give it that personal 
touch.

This article could have 
been entitled "How Your 
Children Missed College 
Because The Money You 
Accumulated During Your 
Whole Working Life Wasn't 
There When They Needed 

It is just a fact of finan- 
cial planning that premature 
death may cut short your 
plans for asset accumulation 
which includes accumulat- 
ing monies for your chil- 
dren's college education and 
the accompanying costs. 

Many times estate plan- 
ning takes the knee jerk di- 
rection of providing the 
maximum unified credit of 
$600,000 to your children 
and giving the balance to a 
spouse to avoid paying all 
estate taxes. 

This type of simplistic 
planning may be fatal for 
your children's future. If all 
assets in excess of the uni- 



fied credit are given to the 
spouse or given to her under 
a trust with unlimited rights 
of withdrawal, those assets 
may become subject to the 
whims of your wife's sec- 
ond husband 

We have many cases 
where those assets were 
dissipated or spent foolishly 
prior to the time their 
proper use of college educa- 
tion for children or depen- 
dent parents was put in 
place. 

You should talk to your 
attorney about your con- 
cerns. Revise your estate 
plan to provide that only a 
specific percentage of your 
estate in excess of the 
statutory minimum go to a 
spouse and the balance be 
put into a revocable trust 
specifically designated for 
your children's education 
and care. 

Your spouse's security 
can be adequately provided. 



Do this through the use of 
life insurance which has 
gotten less expensive over 
the years and any taxes that 
arc generated by assets in 
excess of the unified credit 
given to the children can 
also be paid from a wealth 
accumulation trust that can 
provide for this purpose, 
"through proper planning 
you can make sure that the 
assets you have accumulated 
and on which you have paid 
income and capital gains 
taxes will actually go to 
provide for the goals to 
which they were intended. 

The use of a wealth ac- 
cumulation trust to hold 
assets outside of the taxable 
estate is another tactic that 
can be used for this pur- 
pose. This is a trust set up 
on an irrevocable basis that 
can hold a life insurance 
policy or other assets and if 
structured properly under 
current laws will avoid es- 



tate taxation. 

This along with proper 
planning and gifting of as- 
sets to children during their 
lifetime can make sure that 
your whole estate plan is 
properly executed and ful- 
fills your wishes. The team 
to put these plans in place 
are your attorney, who 
actually drafts the docu- 
ments, your accountant, 



who can further elaborate on 
the tax implications of gifts 
and transfers, and- your in- 
surance agent or financial 
planner, who can provide 
the discounted dollars to al- 
low this plan to work.

QUESTION: How do you identify a diabetic's vision problems? 

ANSWER: Diabetics have vision problems because the disease weakens small btood 

vessels in various parts of the body including those that nourish the retina in the back 

of the eye. In fact, about GO percent of people having diabetes for 15 years or more 

probably have some sort of blood vessel damage in their eyes, though not. always 

severe enough to require any treatment. All diabetics should have regular eye 

examinations. 

Rrst, the ophthalmologist will painlessly examine the eye with an ophthalmoscope 
and may photograph the eye's interior. To determine the extent of any blood vessel 
damage noted, a fluorescent dye may be injected into the patient's arm and then 
photographed at high speed as it passes through the vessels in the eye. This helps 
determine what treatment, if any, is needed. '

Cut one ballfield 

LAKE ZURICH — Lake Zurich 
trustees approved an agreement Monday 
with the Lake Zurich Youth Baseball 
Assn; and the Red Bridge , Farm 
Homeowners Assn. to reduce the noise, 
traffic congestion and debris from 
ballflelds at Sarah Adams complex. The 
number of ball fields there will be reduced 
from eight to seven, and the LZYBA 
agreed to install fencing, netting and 
poles. The LZYBA will be able to use 
fields at Chestnut Comers and Hunters 
Creek subdivisions.

Postpone spraying . 

HAWTHORN WOODS— Village 
officials have postponed mosquito 
spraying until trustees discuss the 
abatement program at its environmental 
committee meeting July 18. The 
discussion was prompted by a few 
residents who complained that spraying 
creates a health hazard, especially when 
spraying is done on windy days. One 
resident said her family members had an 
allergic reaction after the spraying near 
her home. 

Seek incorporation 

GILMER— To prevent being 
swallowed up by larger towns, Gilmer 
and Volo have each filed petitions to 
become incorporated. Hearings will be 
held July 19 and July 27 respectively, at 
the Lake County Circuit Court Area 
residents are expected to vote on the issue 
as early as November. However, 
neighboring communities, such as Long 
Grove, Hawthorn Woods and Lakemoor, 
oppose the action, saying it would thwart 
their future growth plans. Hawthorn 
Woods officials are concerned about 
Gilmer because they don't want any large 
commercial development abutting their 
boundaries, - because of noise and 
congestion. However, Gilmer wants to 
create a quaint commercial area, like Long 
Grove's and Volo just wants to reap sales 
tax revenues from businesses already in 
town and to maintain it's rural identity, 
according to attorneys representing those 
towns. 



Chain improvement 

CHAIN O'LAKES— More than $6 
million has been included in the state 
budget for Fiscal Year 1991 for 
improvement projects and operational 
costs for the Chain O'Lakcs area. The 
state reapproprialcd $1,546,000 for 
dredging projects and an additional $1 
million in new funding for dredging sites 
and equipment. The state also allotted a 
total of $1,234,900 for operation and 
repairs of the Mc Henry Lock and Dam. 
The Chain O'Lakcs State Park received

Jim May learned to love storytelling lis- 
tening to the small town yarns spun by 
his grandfather and father around the warm 
and congenial pot-bellied general store in 
Spring Grove. The store built in 1840 is 
still standing. 

Now that he is famous for his own yarn 
spinning, not only across the U. S. but 
also in Europe, May's stories run the 
gamut of. the humorous, to the poignant, 
to his own scries "Catholic Can You 
Tcll. M 

Being raised Catholic in rural Illinois is 
full of comic relief much in the same vein 
as John Power's "Do Black Patent Leather 
Shoes Reflect Up?" 

Jim actually began his storytelling while 
he was teaching fifth grade in a rural grade 
school, realizing that stories were a great 
teaching tool. 

As time went on, Jim realized that he 
was better at telling stories than anything 
else so he became a professional story- 
teller. 

Can one earn a living telling stories, the 
skeptical might ask? 

Jim's schedule includes weaving ghostly, 
humorous and folk lore tales for clubs, 
schools and organizations in northern Illi- 
nois and southern Wisconsin and also 
traveling anywhere in the world his pot- 
pourri of talcs can be told. 

'Til go just about anywhere to tell a 
story," says Jim. 

His tale-telling has taken him all over 
the country as far west as Martha's Vine- 
yard. He has just returned from a story- 
telling tour of England and Scotland. 

"In Scotland I met an old man that 
claims to know 3,000 tales just loaded 
with Scotish folk lore," said Jim.. 

Needless to say, Jim added many of these 
to his story repertoire. 

In 1984, Jim and his cousin Bob May 
put together Spring Grove's first Story- 
telling Festival Which, to everyone's sur- 
\ prise, drew 1,200 listeners to the small 
rural village. 

Last year, the sixth festival, which fea- 
tured many of the world's most famous 
storytellers, drew a crowd of 4,000. 

On Saturday, July 28 and Sunday, July 
29, many of those same well-known tale 
tellers will again be present in the Spring 
Grove Village-Park, from noon to 5 p.m. 
on Saturday and from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
on Sunday, to hear stories from May, Al- 
ice McGill, Mary Beth Miller, Bobby 
Norfolk, Michael Parent and Gamble 
Rogers. 

McGill tells stories in the African 
American tradition. 

Miller, who is deaf, tells her stories in 
sign language. 

Parent, who is bilingual, has many sto- 
ries that tell of his French-Canadian 
ancestry. 

Norfolk comes to the fest from St. Louis 
where he hosts an award-winning chil- 
dren's tv show. His stories also arc pri- 
marily traditional and descriptive of 
African-American culture. 

Rogers, the best known talc-teller on the 
agenda, is also a singer and guitarist 

For aspiring storytellers, there will be a 
storytelling class at 9 a.m. on Saturday, 
taught be Rogers. The workshop fee is 
$25. Pre-registration is required. 

The festival also has scheduled a liars' 
contest, an Elders Concert, and a swap 
meet for tale tellers. 

Admission prices are $10 for adults and 
those over 65 qualify for a $5 ticket.

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Danger: indescriminate children's medication 




Carolyn is a 
friend of mine, 
She is also an 
inspiration. She 
serves as presi- 
dent of the 
Chicago chapter 
of a national 
foundation. 
Unfortunately, 
she didn't run 
for the office by 
Lakeland Newspapers choice, she hap- 
pened into the position as a result of her 
misfortune. Sadly, fourteen years ago, 
Carolyn lost her little girl, Cindy, to one of 
our nation's top ten killers of children, 
Reyc's Syndrome. 

Her story seems unbelievable. One 
morning, Cindy, then twelve, woke up with 
the sniffles and in the course of seven days 
she was dead from the disease. 
Reyc's Syndrome is a medical mystery. It 
usually develops within three to five days 
after the onset of a viral infection such as 
the flu or chicken pox. It initially attacks 
the liver making it unable to cleanse the 
blood. This causes a build-up of toxins, 
such as ammonia. These toxins collect in 
the brain causing it to swell. The results 
can vary from brain damage, paralysis, 



coma, and in 33% of the cases, death. 
Although no exact cause has been 
determined, The National Reyc's 
Syndrome Founda- 



tion, The Surgeon 
General, The Food 
and Drug Admin- 
istration, and The 
Center for Disease 
Control all recom- 
mend that aspirin 
and all products 
which contain 
aspirin-like com- 
pounds hot be given 
to children and young adults from infancy 
to twenty years of age to treat the flu, 
chicken pox, or any fever-causing illness. 
A strong link has been determined between 
the use of aspirin, (a "salicylate"), and the 
development of the disease. 
Through the foundation's efforts, the 
RD.A. has mandated that warning labels 
be placed on all over-the-counter products 
containing aspirin. Unfortunately, aspirin is 
just one form of a "salicylate" - a category 
of drugs. Only products with the word 
"aspirin" in the ingredients must carry 
warning labels. The F.D.A. has not yet 
made a mandate for products containing 
other forms of "salicylates" to carry these 




warnings. 

What docs this all mean if you arc not a 
scientist? Well, if you care about the health 

or life of your kids, 
take note. Carolyn's 
daughter, Cindy, 
was given Pcpto 
Bismol for nausea 
during the course of 
her illness. "Bis- 
muth subsalicylate" 
is the main ingre- 
dient. Although it is 
in the aspirin family 
of drugs, technical- 
ly, it does not require a warning. However, 
it was still as lethal to Cindy as plain 
aspirin might have been.' 
For some time now, we have been told 
not to give our kids aspirin. We switched to 
Tylenol or "acetaminophen" and have felt 
safe. Sometimes drug companies have a lot 
of clout and refuse to label the drugs they 
produce with warnings unless they are 
forced to do so by law. Meanwhile, The 
National Reye's Syndrome Foundation is 
still working on having all drugs labeled 
that contain a form of salicylate. 
Until warnings are clear on all drug 
labels, the responsibility rests with us. 
Drugs that we never knew contained a 



form of aspirin do. Pepto Bismol, Alka- 
Scllzer, Midol, Darvon, and Aspcrgum arc 
but a few. 

Parents, please read all labels before 
giving medicines to your children. When 
you look at the label, do not simply look 
for the word "aspirin," look for any form of 
the word "salicylate" in the ingredients. 
And if you have a question, call your 
doctor or local pharmacist before giving 
medicines. 

For those with young teens who can open 
the cabinet and self-medicate, explain to, 
them that there are certain medicines they 
should not use. Take a moment of your 
time with them now and avoid a lifetime of 
grief that might happen later. 

Life without Cindy is difficult for my 
friend Carolyn. As she states, "It's like a 
scab. It will have healed for a while, and 
you go along. And something someone 
says or you just think about causes it to 
bleed again. It's a constant source of pain. 
But I'm slowly getting my revenge on 
Reye's.

Plagued by colds,. a bad back, and other 
ailments at 64, Clarke decided to exercise 
to improve her health. She joined the local 
YMCA in Glenn Ellyn, where she now 



teaches a fitness course and began to work 
out. 

"Originally, I had no interest whatsoever 
in running," Clarke said. 

"I thought it was silly. You would run 
so hard and drop dead," she said. 

But she gave it a try and has enjoyed it 
ever since. i- ' 

She trained for the Chicago marathon 
four years ago and ran the 26 mile event in 
just over six hours. 

Clarke said the running has totally turned 
her health around. "I fell better now than I 
did in my youth," she said with a hearty 
laugh. 

A Carol Stream resident who once 
bought a $24 pair of sneakers in 1974 she 
said all of her health problems have 
disappeared 

"I'm here for my health. I have high 
cholesterol and aerobic exercise of 30 
minutes or more helps bring out the 
cholesterol and cleans out your arteries and 
veins," Bob Gand, 63, of Buffalo Grove 
said. 

Gand started running four years ago and 
has made' it his second hobby, aside from

"Initially, it's not all positive," said 
Abbott "The value comes from finding 
out they're not much different than every- 
one else." 

Once a child is identified as needing 
special educational help, Shahbazian said a 
plan is drawn up for the student, with 
specific goals to meet, skills to develop, 
and general areas in need of change. 

"The parents appreciate this kind of 
program because everyone wants a regular 
child," said Baba. 

"I think overall that parents are 



supportive because they want their child 
to have a normal school experience," 
Shahbazian said. 

Abbott said mainstreaming can be prof- 
itable for instructor and student both. 

"When instructors work with a child 
that has some interference in society, they 
can focus on that interference and forget 
what it's like to not have that interfer- 
ence;" said Abbott. 

Many area special education programs, 
including Allendale and Antioch, utilize 
the Lake County Area Vocational Center 
for some of their mainstrcamed special 
education students. The center provides 
specialized vocational training for high 
school students across the county. 

"Some schools pride themselves on (he 
fact that they have 85, 90 percent of their 
students going on to college," said Baba. 
"We're proud that we can offer things 
other than just that and still have a suc-

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Dairy land track saga races on and on 



Even though the Dairyland Greyhound 
Park dog track has been opened for weeks, 
the problems, many of ihcm extensions of 
those that kept the world's largest dog 
racetrack from opening oh time, continue 
to mount up. 

After appearing in Kenosha County 
Court himself last week to answer charges 
of battery against Dairyland President 
Richard Decker, investor Elliott Maiscl, 
plead not guilty to two misdemeanor 
charges concerning an alleged incident that 
occurred on the day it was released that the 



track would not open as scheduled. 

Maiscl reportedly shoved Decker into a 
wall twice. Decker wore an arm sling for a 
couple of days following the alleged inci- 
dent 

Maiscl was released on a $500 signature 
bond and will have a pre-trial hearing on 
July 27. \ 

If Maiscl is convicted of the battery 
charge he could face a maximum sentence 
of nine months in jail and a $10,0000 
fine. 

Meanwhile; state officials announced last 



week that Dairyland Park was taking in 
lower revenues than were anticipated in 
its proposal to the state racing board in 
asking for a license. 

According to racing board officials, 
Dairyland representatives had predicted 
first year betting revenues at $350 million 
and now have lowered those figures by 
$114 million to $236 million. 

Management at Dairyland claims that the 
track is doing well on the betting end, 
running slightly ahead of revised figures 
that take into consideration the closeness 



of another greyhound track, Geneva Lakes, 

in Dclavan. 
Although there have been reports that the 

state racing board will be investigating 

Dairyland investors, this has not been 

confirmed." 
Four investors in Dairyland from Al- 
abama, who arc also partners in the Lone 
Star State Racing Group out of Texas, are 
allegedly under investigation by Texas 
Criminal Intelligence because they are 
trying .to build a dog track in Galveston 
County, Tex.

S3, was planned as a subdivision of 77 
garden homes and 169 family homes. The 
rden homes will sell for $150,000 and

|225,000. 

Annexation of the new subdivision was 
formally approved by the village board 
lis week. It had earlier won the 5-0 okay 
)f the planning commission. As part of 
le agreement, Cambridge Homes will 
jjextend sewer and water mains to the 
[subdivision and put money into an escrow 
[account for expansion of the village's 
[sewage treatment plant. 

Brown said he has negotiated almost two 

| years with IDOT on the Rte. 53 right of 

way. The slate is currently acquiring right 

[of way for the six-lane 

lexpressway/tollway from the Cook 



County line to Rte. 120 in Grayslake. 

Brown said he insisted that Rte. 53 be 
recessed in cutting through Mundclein 
where the new subdivision will be located. 

"I didn't want Rte. 53 to divide the 
community," he said about a criticism 
that has been directed at planners. 

There will be a 100-foot bermed green 
space on either side of the highway to 
shield traffic noise. Using a Hawley St. 
overpass, Brown said residents can easily 
get from one side of Countryside to the 
other, or to a shopping center he plans 
along Rte. 83. 

As for problems in his other Cambridge 
subdivisions, Brown said these will be 
resolved, by fall. Intense negotiations 
between Brown and the village have been 
underway for two weeks in response to 
homeowner complaints. These range from 
a lack of sidewalks, curbs and gutters to 
the need for final paving on some streets, 
dust on others' homes with unseeded 
lawns, ungraded lots and flooding of some 
backyards. 

"Because we had the wettest April and 
May in recent memory, some of this work 
could not be completed," Brown said 
about paving, seeding, grading and related 
work. He outlined a timetable for village 
officials in which unsold lots will be 
graded by August, curbs and gutters 
installed, final street paving done where 
no more construction traffic is scheduled 
and trees planted along parkways by fall. 

"We're on the right tack," Mundclein 
Mayor Marilyn S indies . said. "I'm 
optimistic all of the problems will be 
resolved in a short time."
